No immediate deeision in family’s suit to resume feeding 


TAMPA, FLORIDA I Armed with a new law 
rushed through Congress over the weekend, 
the attorney for Terri Schiavo’s parents pleaded 
with a federal judge to order the brain- dam- 
aged woman’s feeding tube re -inserted. But 
the judge appeared cool to the argument. 

U.S. District Judge James Whittemore 
did not immediately make a ruling after 
the two -hour hearing Monday, and he gave 
no indication of when he might act on the 
request. The hearing came three days after 
the feeding tube was removed. 


The courtroom showdown, the latest in 
what has become a legal cliffhanger cap- 
tivating the nation, followed an extraordi- 
nary political fight over the weekend that 
consumed both chambers of Congress and 
prompted the president to rush back to the 
White House from his Texas ranch. 

Congress passed a law that allowed 
Schiavo’s parents to argue their case before 
a federal court. Their lawsuit alleges a series 


of rights violations, includ- 
ing that Terri Schiavo’s reli- 
gious beliefs were being 
infringed upon. 

Husband Michael 
Schiavo contends he is car- 
rying out his wife’s wishes 
not to be kept alive arti- 
ficially. 

He said he was outraged that lawmakers 
and the president were intervening in the bit- 
ter right-to-die battle, vickie chachere (ap)

Jackson 
Distressed 
During Trial 

SANTA MARIA, CALIF. I A feeble -look- 
ing Michael Jackson arrived late 
again Monday to his child moles- 
tation trial, but the judge took no 
apparent action — and the star sat 
through testimony from a psycholo- 
gist who asserted few child sex abuse 
allegations turn out to be false. 

Jackson, who is said to have back 
problems, trembled and wept at the 
defense table as lawyers and a doc- 
tor who came to court in hospital 
scrubs conferred in chambers with 
Judge Rodney S. Melville. 

The judge, who previously 
threatened to arrest Jackson and 
revoke his bail when he was late 
on March 10, gave no explanation 
of what was discussed and ordered 
testimony to resume. 

Jackson is accused of molest- 
ing a boy at his Neverland ranch 
in 2003, giving him alcohol and 
conspiring to hold the boy’s fam- 
ily captive, linda deutsch (ap) 


Minn. Shooting Spree Kiiis 8 Peopie 


Gunman’s rampage at 
school leaves 6 dead; 

2 others shot at home 

RED LAKE, MINN. I A Student went on 
a shooting spree Monday, killing his 
grandparents and five people at his 
high school on an Indian reserva- 
tion. The gunman himself was later 
found shot to death, authorities said. 

It was the nation’s worst school 
shooting since the Columbine mas- 
sacre in 1999 . 


Before the shootings at the school, 
the suspect’s grandparents were 
shot in their home and died later. 

Six people died in the mid-after- 
noon shooting at Red Lake High 
School in far northern Minnesota, 
including four students. Also 
killed were a teacher and a secu- 
rity guard, FBI spokesman Paul 
McCabe said at a news conference 
in Minneapolis. 

He declined to talk about a pos- 
sible connection between the sus- 
pect and the couple killed at the 



home, but Red Lake Fire Director 
Roman Stately said they were the 
grandparents of the shooter. Stately 
told several media outlets that the 
grandfather was a police officer 
whose guns may have been used 
in the shootings. 

Fourteen to 15 other students 
were injured, including two criti- 
cally, McCabe said, (ap)

Miss, to Honor Civil Rights Victims 


JACKSON, MISS. I Mississippi Gov. 
Haley Barbour signed legislation 
Monday renaming stretches of high- 
ways in honor of victims of two of 
the nation’s most notorious civil 
rights slayings. 

Lawmakers say the highways are 
the first state -sponsored memori- 
als to the victims. 

A portion of U.S. 49 East in 
Tallahatchie County becomes the 
“Emmett Till Memorial Highway” 


in honor of the black 14 -year- old 
who was beaten to death in 1955, 
supposedly for whistling at a white 
woman. 

A stretch of Mississippi 19 near 
Philadelphia, believed to be the site 
of the murders of James Chaney, 
Andrew Goodman and Michael 
Schwerner, was renamed for the 
three civil rights workers who were 
ambushed, beaten and shot by the 
Ku Klux Klan in 1964. (ap) 


Illegal Immigrant 
Population Rising 

SAN DIEGO I The tightening of 
homeland security since 2001 has 
not stemmed undocumented immi- 
gration into the United States, with 
a report released Monday showing 
the number of illegal immigrants 


growing by roughly 485,000 peo- 
ple a year. 

An analysis of government data 
by the Pew Hispanic Center, a pri- 
vate research group in Washington, 
showed an estimated 10.3 million 
undocumented immigrants living 
in the United States last year, an 
increase of about 23 percent from 
8.4 million in 2000. (ap)

Rehnquist Back on Bench 


HIGH COURT WATCH 

Among other developments at 
the Supreme Court Monday: 


Chief justice sits for 
first cases since being 
diagnosed with cancer 

WAS H I N GTO N I Ailing Chief Justice 
William H. Rehnquist was back 
Monday where many thought he’d 
never be: on the Supreme Court 
bench hearing arguments. 

Rehnquist, who had not sat for 
any cases since being diagnosed 
with thyroid cancer in October, 
looked frail and was slightly hoarse 
with a high-pitched voice. But he 
ran the court much as he did before 
the illness, asking questions and

keeping lawyers on time. 

At the conclusion of two hours of 
arguments he struggled momentari- 


ly to get out of his chair. Justice John 
Paul Stevens, who at 84 is the court’s 
oldest member, helped Rehnquist 
to a nearby railing. 

Medical experts said it was a 
remarkable feat for an 80 -year- 
old to have cancer, undergo weeks 
of treatment and then feel well 
enough to return to the bench. 

When Rehnquist disclosed his 
illness it prompted speculation the 
court could have its first opening 
since 1994. But Rehnquist contin- 
ued working, often from home. In 
recent weeks, he has been working at 
the court and presided over a meet- 
ing of federal judges, hopeyen(ap) 


Heard arguments in a case 
questioning whether aColo. 
woman whose three daughters 
were killed by her estranged hus- 
band can sue local police for 
notdoing more to stopthe mur- 
ders. At issue is whether cities 
can be sued forfailing to enforce 
restraining orders. 

Refused to consider whether 
President Bush overstepped his 
bounds in naming William Pryor 
to the 11th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals while Congress was on 
a break. The appeal argued that 
theappointment wasan end-run 
around the Senate’s rightto con- 
firm judicial nominees, (ap) 


High Court Won’t Hear 
Appeal from Moussaoui 


WASHINGTON | The Supreme Court 
declined Monday to hear terror- 
ism suspect Zacarias Moussaoui ’s 
appeal of a key ruling upholding the 
Bush administration’s power to bar 
certain witnesses sought for ques- 
tioning by the only person charged 
in the United States in connection 
with the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks. 

Justices let stand a lower court 
ruling that allowed the govern- 
ment to pursue the death penal- 
ty while restricting Moussaoui’s 
direct access to three al Qaeda 


terror captives. The lower court, 
citing national security concerns, 
said Moussaoui could use govern- 
ment-prepared summaries from 
the captives but not interview 
them himself. 

The Supreme Court action 
shifts the case back to a trial court 
in Alexandria, Va. 

Moussaoui, a French citizen who 
was indicted in December 2001, 
remains the only person charged 
in an al Qaeda conspiracy that 
includes the 2001 attacks, (ap)

Murder Charge for Suspect 
In Killing of 9-Year-Old 

Convicted sex offender John Evander 
Couey, 46, was formally charged 
Monday with 
capital murder 
and other crimes 
in the abduc- 
tion and death 
of a 9 -year-old 
Florida girl. His 
arraignment is 
set for Tuesday, 
officials said. Authorities said he 
confessed to kidnapping and kill- 
ing Jessica Marie Lunsford after tak- 
ing a lie-detector test in Georgia. 
The girl’s body was found Saturday, 
more than three weeks after she van- 
ished from her Florida bedroom in

The U.S. Conference of Catholic 
Bishops announced a new cam- 
paign against the death penalty 
Monday, saying they will step up 
lobbying at the state and local 
levels and educational efforts 
within parishes. The bishops also 
released surveys from last November 
and this month showing adult U.S. 
church members, who were once 
supportive of the death penalty, 
are now evenly divided on the 
issue.

Harvard Librarian 
Too ‘Sexy’ for New 
Job, Suit Alleges 

BOSTON I A Harvard University 
librarian claims in a lawsuit that 
she has been rejected repeatedly for 
promotion because she is black and 
is perceived as just a “pretty girl” 
whose attire was too “sexy.” 

As a jury was chosen Monday to 
decide her federal lawsuit, Desiree 
Goodwin said she’s been rejected for 
16 jobs at Harvard since 1999, when 
she completed her master’s degree 
in library science after attending 
night classes at Simmons College 
for 4 34 years. 


Goodwin, 40, also has a master’s 
degree in English literature, seven 
years of experience in the library of 
Boston College and another nine 
years as an assistant librarian at 
Harvard. 

She said she 
was shocked 
when, in late 
2001, her super- 
visor told her 
she would never 
be promoted at 
Harvard. In court 
papers, Goodwin said her supervi- 
sor told her she was “a joke” at the 
university’s main library, where she 
“was seen merely as a pretty girl who 
wore sexy outfits, low cut blouses,

Israel Hands Over 
West Bank City 


But officials announce 
plan to build 3,500 
new settlers’ homes 

TULKAREM, WEST BANK | Israelis 
and Palestinians reached a deal 
Monday about handing over secu- 
rity control of the West Bank town 
of Tulkarem — another boost for 
a fledgling peace 
process. 

The handover 
could help Pales- 
tinian officials 
carry out a new 
directive restrict- 
ing weapons 
in the hands of 
militants, who insist they’ll com- 
ply only if Israel withdraws from 
West Bank towns. 

The senior Israeli commander, 
Col. Tamir Hayman, said Palestinian 
police would be in control of the area 
as of Monday evening. 

Tulkarem is the second of five 
towns to be delivered to Palestinian 


security as part of an agreement 
to end four years of bloodshed 
that Palestinian leader Mahmoud 
Abbas and Israeli Prime Minister 
Ariel Sharon announced at a Feb. 8 
summit. Palestinian militant groups 
issued truce declarations last week 
that reinforced the accord. 

Violence has dropped since the 
summit. But not all confidence- 
building measures — transfer of 
the towns and release of more 
Palestinian prisoners — have been 
implemented. 

Adding to Palestinian anger, 
Israeli officials confirmed Monday 
that the government has approved 
construction of 3,500 new hous- 
ing units in and around the West 
Bank’s largest settlement, in viola- 
tion of the U.S.-backed “road map” 
peace plan. 

The road map, which envisions 
the creation of a Palestinian state, 
requires Israel to freeze settlement 
activity in the West Bank. It also 
requires the Palestinians to dis- 
mantle militant groups, (ap)

Jordanian King 
Orders Envoy to 
Return to Iraq 

AMMAN, JORDAN I King Abdullah 
II ordered the return of Jordan’s 
top diplomat in Iraq Monday, just a 
day after the two nations withdrew 
their envoys in a dispute over the 
infiltration of insurgents across the 
border, the official Jordanian news 
agency said. 

Petra reported that the king 
ordered the envoy’s return “to keep 
the good relations between the two 
brotherly countries.” 

Iraq and Jordan engaged in a tit- 
for-tat withdrawal of envoys Sunday 
over Iraqi claims that Jordan was 
failing to stop would-be insurgents 
from slipping across the border. 
Both countries said the envoys were 
recalled for “consultations.” (ap)

Kyigyz Opposition Takes 
Control of Major City 


Claims of vote-rigging 
have roiled eities across 
former Soviet republic 

OSH, KYRGYZSTAN I Thousands 
of protesters, some armed with 
clubs and Molotov cocktails, over- 
ran Kyrgyzstan’s second-largest 
city Monday, forcing police to flee 
as the government lost control of 
the impoverished southern region 
of the former Soviet republic. 

Demonstrators in Osh burned 
and stomped on portraits of 
President Askar Akayev and seized 
control of the airport. The army did 
not intervene despite the chaos. No 
casualties were reported. 

The opposition occupied gov- 
ernment buildings in five cities and 


towns across southern Kyrgyzstan, 
Interior Ministry spokesman 
Nurdin Jangarayev said. 

The capital, Bishkek, which is 
cut off from the south in winter by 
a high mountain range, remained 
calm, but the emboldened opposi- 
tion vowed to press on until Akayev 
resigns. 

The protests, involving more 
than 17,000 people in the affect- 
ed cities, won the first concession 
from Akayev — an investigation into 
allegations of widespread vote-rig- 
ging in two rounds of parliamentary 
elections since Feb. 27. 

The allegations, backed by 
European observers, have led to 
demands for Akayev’s resignation 
and to weeks of increasingly violent

Fischer 
Gets ‘Cool’ 
Reception 

Iceland votes to offer 
citizenship to chess 
great wanted by U.S. 

REYKJAVIK, ICELAND | Iceland, the 
country where Bobby Fischer won 
the world chess championship a 
generation ago, granted citizen- 
ship to the 62 -year- old recluse 
Monday — a boost to his efforts to 
fight deportation from Japan to the 
United States. 

Fischer, wanted by the United 
States for violating economic sanc- 
tions against the former Yugoslavia 
by playing a highly publicized 
match there in 1992, has been in 
Japanese custody 
since July. He was 
detained trying 
to board a flight 
with an invalid 
passport. 

Officials in 
Iceland said 
a passport for 
Fischer could be ready as early as 
Tuesday. The Japanese government 
had no immediate reaction. 

Parliament voted last month to 
offer Fischer a special foreigners’ 
passport. But Japanese officials 
declined to release him. Supporters 
were hoping the new offer of citizen- 
ship will resolve the standoff. 

Fischer became an icon in 1972 
when he dethroned the Soviet Union’s 
Boris Spassky in Reykjavik to claim 
America’s first world chess champ- 
ionship in more than a century, (ap)

Rice Says N. Korea Could Face Sanctions 


Tries to get Pyongyang to return to 6 -way talks 


BEIJING I Raising the stakes in a 
standoff with nuclear North Korea, 
Secretary of State Condoleezza 
Rice suggested Monday that the 
Pyongyang government could face 
international sanctions. 

North Korea dominated the clos- 
ing days of Rice’s weeklong trip to 
South Asia and East Asia, a tour 


that involved more difficult face- 
to-face diplomacy than her debut 
trip to Europe last month. 

Six-way arms talks hosted by 
China have been on hold since North 
Korea pulled out last year and later 
declared that it had already built at 
least one nuclear weapon. None of 
the countries has declared the dip- 


lomatic process dead, but Rice dis- 
cussed that possibility during visits 
to Japan, South Korea and China 
this past week. 

“To the degree that a nuclear- 
free Korean peninsula gets more 
difficult to achieve if the North does 
not [return to the talks], then of 
course we’ll have to look at other 
options,” Rice said at a news con- 
ference.

“This is absolutely unequivocal 
that she automatically becomes 
queen when he becomes king,” said 
Andrew Mackinlay, the lawmaker 
who raised the question. 

Any attempt to change the rules 
would be difficult: It would require 
not only a new law in Britain, but also 
legislative changes in 15 nations of 
the Commonwealth.

City aide, gay activist Alston mourned in D.C. 


WAS H I N GTO N I Friends and city lead- 
ers honored Wanda R. Alston at a 
funeral service Monday mixed with 
laughter and tears for the woman 
known as a tough but generous 
advocate for gays, lesbians and 
other minority groups. 

Alston, 45, who headed the city’s 
office on gay, lesbian, bisexual and 
transgender affairs, was found dead 
in her home last week. She was to 
be buried Tuesday near her native 
Newport News, Va. 

“We ask ourselves, how could this 
have happened?” said Mayor Anthony 
A. Williams to the hundreds gathered 
at All Souls Unitarian Church. 

Alston and her partner, Stacey 
Long, had been planning to marry. 
Long found Alston stabbed to death 
in their Northeast Washington home 


Wednesday. Police have ruled out a 
hate crime, and they said the lone 
suspect in the case had a friendly 
relationship with Alston. 

William M. Parrott, 38, a neigh- 
bor who lived two doors down, was 
arraigned Friday on a charge of 
first- degree murder while armed, 
and court documents said he had 
admitted to using crack cocaine and 
hurting Alston. 

On Monday, speaker after speak- 
er, including D.C. Del. Eleanor 
Holmes Norton, looked down at 
Alston’s casket and remembered 
her warmhearted but aggressive 
nature and passion for serving 
disenfranchised groups. 

“She taught us that civil rights 
is indivisible — it’s all or nothing,” 
Norton said, brett zongker (ap)

Buys Ask Jeeves 


Move gives ex-chief 
at Fox an advertising 
foothold on Internet 

SAN FRANCISCO I Barry Diller’s elec- 
tronic commerce company lAC/ 
InterActiveCorp is buying online 
search engine Ask Jeeves Inc. for 
$1.9 billion and taking aim at the 
Internet’s advertising market leaders. 

The deal announced Monday rep- 
resents Diller’s bet that he can trans- 
form a second-tier search engine 
into a more formidable threat to 
industry leaders Google Inc. and 
Yahoo Inc., much like he built the 
once -irrelevant Fox television net- 
work into a major media player in 
the late 1980s and early 1990s. 

The all- stock acquisition also 
fills a hole in lAC’s diverse lineup 
of more than 40 Web sites, which 


include online travel agencies 
Expedia and Hotels.com, social 
sites Match.com and Evite.com 
and other popular services like 
Ticketmaster and LendingTree. 

Snapping up Oakland-based 
Ask Jeeves gives lAC a foothold 
in search engine advertising, the 
Internet’s financial hot spot. 

Ask Jeeves’ Web sites attract 
about 42 million unique visitors 
monthly, slightly below the 44 mil- 
lion unique visitors at lAC’s sites. 

An entertainment industry vet- 
eran, Diller cobbled together the Fox 
network from a mishmash of small 
and mid-sized stations, ignoring 
the widespread skepticism about 
his plan. Within a few years. Fox 
emerged as a thriving alternative 
to ABC, NBC and CBS, changing 
the tenor of network programming

Time Warner Settles SEC

NEW YORK I Closing a difficult 
chapter. Time Warner Inc. said 
Monday it would pay $300 million 
and restate three years of financial 
results to settle civil fraud charges 
stemming from its accounting of 
online advertising revenues and 
subscriber counts at its AOL unit.

Time Warner also said it had agreed

Experts Expect Steroid Use to Rise 


Recent hearing could add to teens’ curiosity 


DOPING I Steroid use among high 
school students is on the rise, and 
experts warn that the recent focus 
on Major League Baseball’s drug 
problems will only make such use 
increase. 

Steroid use among high school stu- 
dents more than doubled from 1991 
to 2003, according to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. 

“I think we’ve had a million kids 
who’ve cycled on these drugs,” said 
Charles Yesalis, a professor of health 


and human development at Penn 
State University and an expert on 
steroid use. Cycling means that 
they’ve used them over a 6-12 week 
period or longer. 

Yesalis said he thought when for- 
mer Canadian sprinter Ben Johnson 
tested positive for steroids and was 
stripped of his Olympic gold medal 
in 1988 that there would be a back- 
lash against performance-enhanc- 
ing drugs. “It had the opposite 
effect,” Yesalis said. 


He expects baseball’s steroids 
scandal to lead more young ath- 
letes to try steroids as well. 

Less than 4 percent of the 
nation’s high schools test students 
for steroids, according to a 2003 
survey of athletic directors by the 
National Federation of State High 
School Associations. 

A lack of testing means that teen- 
agers are rarely caught using steroids. 
“It’s almost a ‘don’t ask, don’t tell’ 
mentality,” said Chad Zimmerman, 
a former Carnegie Mellon offensive

The latest and final 
‘Star Wars’ movie 
takes sci-fi seriously 

GEEK LOVE I Two decades ago, 
George Lucas pulled off the mask 
to reveal the face of one of cinema’s 
greatest bad guys. Now, he’s about 
to slip the mask back on. 

At Las Vegas’ ShoWest conven- 
tion, Lucas offered a preview of his 
final “Star Wars” chapter, which 
spells out the last dark steps the 
once good-hearted young Anakin 
Skywalker takes to become the vil- 
lain Darth Vader. 

“It’s not like the old ‘Star Wars,”’ 


Lucas told theater owners. “This 
one’s a little bit more emotional.

Namely, Anakin in the 
guise of Vader: Black cloak, mask 
and helmet, an outfit rigged with 
life-support devices for Skywalker, 
whose battle wounds have left him 
part flesh, part machine.

Music site Pitchfork 
shows the industry 
a new way to listen 

ALTERNATIVES I Indie rock is a fick- 
le thing. One moment 1970s gui- 
tar rock rules the underground 
Zeitgeist. Then, without warning, 
the ’80s are cool and you had bet- 
ter own a Casio. 

Those who seek to chronicle this 
milieu need a finely tuned cultur- 
al barometer and the authority to 
speak convincingly to the kind of 
musical purists who swear by vinyl 
records and gag at the Grammys. 

The music webzine Pitchfork- 
media.com possesses both. Pitchfork 
has become an essential part of the 
iPod generation’s lexicon, a must- 
read for music geeks seeking snarky 
critiques and timely news columns. 
It’s a regular destination for concert 


promoters, radio programmers and 
record-label executives advocating 
artists and bands with an aversion 
to the mainstream. 

Launched by editor-in-chief 
Ryan Schreiber from his par- 
ents’ suburban home outside 
Minneapolis, the site established 
itself in Chicago and has since 
evolved into the online equivalent 
of a glossy magazine with daily fea- 
tures and columnists. 

One of the site’s big coups 
was helping unveil the critically 
acclaimed band the Arcade Fire 
to an audience beyond its home- 
town of Montreal. Shortly after 
a glowing Pitchfork review came 
out in September, the Arcade Fire’s 
label. Merge Records, was hounded 
by nearly two dozen publications 
asking for copies of the album. 

“I said, ‘Sure, but didn’t I send 
you a copy two months ago?”’ said 


Martin Hall, a promoter for Merge, 
which has seen its fortunes change 
after the band’s debut album, 
“Funeral,” made critics’ Top 10 
lists from the Village Voice to the 
Los Angeles Times. 

With its rising profile. Pitchfork 
itself has become the target of indie 
backlash on Internet chat forums 
and even from people at record 
labels who question how much 
recognition Pitchfork deserves for 
discovering some bands. 

“I don’t mean to imply they 
jump on any bandwagon; I give 
them credit for their success,” said 
Chris Jacobs, marketing director 
for Sub Pop. “I just don’t like the 
notion that Pitchfork staff are as 
important as the bands.” 

Despite critiques, the Pitchfork 
staff knows of no label that has 
pulled advertising over a review. 
And Pitchfork’s musical tastes have 
expanded. Reviewers have come 
to embrace commercial hip-hop, 
essentially giving the soundtrack 
of modern night-clubbing artistic 
scrutiny. 

“The key is to be open-minded 
about music,” Schreiber said. The 
problem with a lot of critics is they 
stop loving music and start loving 
the nostalgia of music they used to

BOOKS I When Ian McEwan sat 
down to write his new novel, he 
faced two obvious challenges: liv- 
ing up to “Atonement,” his run- 
away best-seller, and using fiction 
to somehow capture the world’s anx- 
ieties in the aftermath of 9/11 and 
the buildup to the Iraq invasion. 

But he also was tired of being 
characterized as the “bad boy” of lit- 
erary fiction, an author whose com- 
plex, page -turning explorations of 
tragic characters reflected the low 
points of his own life. 

So the 56-year-old writer 
took several unusual steps with 
“Saturday” that may surprise his 


fans. His new novel is the most 
autobiographical he has ever writ- 
ten, a complex mix of the real and 
imagined. 

McEwan is famous for in-depth 
character portrayals and heady plots 


of murder, sadomasochism and 
incest. But in “Saturday,” he fol- 
lows neurosurgeon Henry Perowne 
for one day — Feb. 15, 2003 — and 
Perowne’s problems begin with a 
fender-bender. 


This particular Saturday is also 
the day of a gigantic demonstration 
in London against the impending 
pre-emptive strike by U.S. and 
British forces against Saddam 
Hussein. While heading to play 
squash, Perowne has a minor car 
accident with a street thug who 
attacks, then stalks the doctor. 

The confrontations leave 
Perowne juggling his personal 
life and the stalking crisis in a 
world destabilized by 9/11 and the 
impending war. 

“I have a great sense of the ran- 
domness of life,” he said. “Some peo- 
ple want to make me out to be a sort 
of gothic writer about horrors that 
intrude. I’m ... reflecting what hap- 
pens when peoples’ lives are utterly 
transformed or destroyed by sudden 

events.” THOMAS WAGNER (AP)

Viewing the struggles 
of addicts is a new 
national pastime 

Smokers struggling to kick the dan- 
gerous habit. The obese aching to 
shed fat. Drug abusers challenged 
to get control of shattered lives. 

Networks have found there 
is wrenching drama in putting 
human weakness and the fight to 
overcome it on camera. 

“Cold Turkey,” beginning its sec- 
ond season on Pax (the planned pre- 
miere on March 15 was postponed 
until an unspecified date), gathers 
10 smokers on the pretext they’ve 
been cast in a reality adventure 
show. Then they learn the cold 
truth: There’s a contest and a cash 
prize, but to win they must give up 
cigarettes without any of the aids 
widely available. 

Players on NBC’s “The Biggest 
Loser,” now in production for its 
second season, try to lose weight 
with the help of personal trainers

and guidance on their diets. 

Both shows toy with their sub- 
jects. On “Turkey,” a sexy blonde 
and frat boys are brought in to 
blow smoke, literally, at contes- 
tants.

Could a class of programs that at 
first glance seem so clearly exploit- 
ative be defensible? 

To hear those with the most at 
stake tell it, yes. “I would do it again 
in a heartbeat,” said Alyson, a former 
drug abuser featured in A&E’s new 
series “Intervention” (10 p.m. EST 
Sunday). The show gives addicts a 
shot at recovery after revealing how 
far they have fallen. 

She agreed to take part because 
she figured all she had left was a

cautionary tale. “I thought I was 
going to end up dying anyway, so I 
might as well have done something 
before I checked out,” she said. 

But each addict is surprised by 
loved ones who gather, with a pro- 
fessional “interventionist,” to per- 
suade them to enter therapy. 


Alyson said the exposure of 
painful and shocking moments, 
including filching drugs from the 
bedroom of her seriously ill father, 
was worth it. 

Networks are eager to tout such 
programs’ social value. “With this 
series there is real potential for 


an amazing per- 
sonal transforma- 
tion each week,” A&E executive 
Nancy Dubuc said. “If the inter- 
vention doesn’t succeed, viewers 
will still be witness to a portrait 
of the unrelenting power of addic- 
tion.”
